The 8300,000 liOan-Why not 
Raise tlie Money in the 
Province ? 

Tho City Council have sot tlio Local 
GovBinmont an example of financial 
thrift which tlw latter ehoulcl not be a\o\T 
to profit by. The raising of 8100,000 for 
the City Waterworks from a local capi- 
talist wae a good stroke of economy, li.v 
which tho City was presorvoil from a 
niercil(-R3 slinve in tlio Loiuion nioiioy- 
market, besidos heavy oxponsea tlint 
would havo buon necessarily incuned in 
floating tho Iikui tlioro. Tlio fiiiluro of 
tho grund liiumL'iid sclicmo of the liocul 
Government, by moans of v,'h\ah the Dry 
Dock was to be built and roads conatruot- 
• 1 to every part of the Province, has al- 
laady become a matter of history. Tho 
Canadian Government have refused to 
advance any aum of money for that pur- 
pose while the railway "Saving Clause" 
of the Act authorizing the loan exists. 
Large sums of money having been voted 
by our House on the faith of obtniniii!,' 
that money (much after tho manner that 
men build nir-castles) it becomes thu 
duty of tho Lonal Uovcrnmunt to devi.so 
other ways and meiinK f'ji- carryi'.ig into 
ef?But the wi.-bos of tho Lcgi.-.latiue. 
Tiiose wavsauu means ihoy have at cuui- 
mand. Just before the House ^Yas pio- 
rogued a Bill wiia brought down by tlu' 
Government and puslied through in ouo 
or two sittings which uinliorizea tho 
raising of a loan of SiWD.OUO at a 
rate of interest not oxcoi'diiig seven 
per cent per annum. The coliapso uf 
their air-castle has roused the govern- 
ment to open negotiations for the placing 
of that loan on the Loudon market. Tlio 
ex-Premier will shortly be on his way to 
London to float ihe Texuda Iron Stock. 
It has been proved before the Royal Com- 
laission that he carried with liim to Otta- 
wa » box of specimens of the ore and a 
map of the deposits, and it has occurred 
to the brilliant quartette who couipri.se 
tho Executive across James B.iy to .in 
thorizo the gentleman to place tho S30,- 
OJO loan on the London market at one and 
the ^am • time that he atti m;i!8 to lloat his 
••wilu cit" iron mine. Of course the ex- 
Premier cannot be expected to focus his 
great financial experience and to iutore.st 
his wide circle of London capitali.sts 
without being compensated for lii.s trou- 
ble and outlay, so he will receiveucom- 
mission o.^ siiy, 5 per cent., wiiich will 
amount to j;l5,0U0 — a sum nearly siiJll- 
oient to build the road to Cov iclian. Ne.\l 
the spurious character of Ijc Tcxada 
■took will be sure to ca t a .•uspicious 
•hadow on the Provincial bonds if eu- 
trusted to tho same hands, uml, on the 
principle that '-birds of a fealhor flock 
together," tho credit of the Province 
niiist suiter and its securities depreciate 
in value below par — say to 05. Tiiis \vi!l 
cause another loss of .SlD.OOd, ami the oi'- 
iginal loan of S300,U0U becomes reduced 
to 8270,000. Then come the travelling 
expenses of the agent, tho broker's fees, 
tho cost of baiting the hook for the iiiuui- 
cial gills of tho London capitali.st.s, car- 
riage-hire, bo.x at t he opera, cost of ei- 
obange, etc., etc., which will make anoth( r 
large hole in tho money —30 that, after 
everyone has had a slice aud all o.xpeiiseM 
have been paid, the Province may dc! m 
itself "in luck" if it escapes with a <li.s- 
count of $40,000, a sum that would go a 
long way towariis building a passable 
roait from Victoria to Xanaimo. Xow, we 
contend that there is not the slightest ne- 
ces.sity for .sending the loan all tlie way to 
London at such an enormous sacrilice. 
The money is here— in Victoria— lying 
idle and seeking investment. Tho. two 
Banks hold at least Sl.OOO.OOOon deposit, 
and tho Savings ilaid; ?."illl),U(Ji». Thi.s 
million and a-half.is only drawing inter- 
est at the rate off) ]>cr cent., wliile the 
government is going tolingland toljorruw 
money at 7 percent. Weknoir that not 
the slightest difiioulty would be exper- 
ienced in procnring the money in this 
city at par, at 7 per cent., without the out- 
lay of a dollar liy way of commission. Not 
to'mention tiiosiim (S21,000)annually tliat 
would bo kept in tlie Province to bonrtit 
our own people, on the score t>f economy 
■lone the idea of oraploying the local 
money market onght to recommend itself 
to the Government, especially when tho 
City Government has just met with such 
great success in passing a loan.
